Surgical  Dressings   Prices   Increase. — 

The  Surgical  Dressings  Manufacturers'  As- 
sociation has  issued  a  list  of  new  prices  for 
surgical  dressings  in  operation  from  June 
19.  Prices  have  advanced  up  to  gd.  in 
the  £1.  A  few  exceptions  are  B.P.C.  and 
hospital  qualities  of  cotton  wool  which  are 
unchanged,  and  certain  sizes  of  domette 
bandages  which  are  slightly  reduced. 

International  Nuclear  Physics  Confer- 
ence.— The  British  Atomic  Energy  Re- 
search Establishment  "at  Harwell  is  organ- 
ising an  International  Nuclear  Physics  Con- 
ference to  be  held  at  Harwell  and  Oxford, 
September  7-13.  The  Conference  will  be 
divided  into  two  parts,  dealing  respectively 
with  the  use  of  high-energy  particle  ac- 
celerators and  with  lower  energy  nuclear 
physics,  including  the  use  of  atomic  piles 
for  experimental  work.

B.M.A.  Policy  on  Patenting.  —  The 
Council  of  the  British  Medical  Association 
(in  the  "  Supplement  to  the  British  Medical 
Journal,"  June  io,  p.  276)  has  re-stated  its 
policy  on  patenting  in  relation  to  the 
medical  profession.  The  Association  is  of 
the  opinion  that  there  is  no  longer  any  ob- 
jection to  the  patenting  of  inventions  for 
which  members  of  the  medical  profession 
are  responsible,  provided  such  patents  are 
assigned  to  the  National  Research  De- 
velopment Corporation  with  a  view  to  their 
administration  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
public  as  a  whole.    [Comment,  p.  765.] 

Patents  and  Trade  Marks  Report. — 
The  sixty-seventh  report  of  the  Comp- 
troller-General of  Patents,  Designs  and 
Trade  Marks,  for  1949,  has  been  published 
by  H.M.  Stationery  Office  (price  sixpence 
net).

Re-calculation   of  N.H.S.   Accounts. — 

In  a  letter  (E.C.L.  65/50)  dated  June  2, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  has  sent  the  fol- 
lowing information  for  calculating  the  pay- 
ment on  account  of  National  Health  Ser- 
vice prescriptions  for  May  onwards  caused 
by  the  oncost  cut: — The  average  total 
cost  per  prescription  (including  container 
allowance)  for  June  1949  is  to  be  reduced 
by  7i  per  cent.  The  calculation  is  then 
made  on  90  per  cent,  of  this  reduced  aver- 
age and  rounded  up  or  down  to  the  nearest 
penny,  minus  one  penny  (subject  to  a 
minimum  of  is.  8d.).  The  monthly  pay- 
ment on  account  in  respect  of  each  pre- 
scription for  June  1950,  and  until  further 
notice,  will  be  calculated  on  the  same  basis 
but  substituting  the  September  1949  aver- 
age for  the  June  1949  average,  except  that 
(owing  to  the  change  in  container  allow- 
ance in  September  1949)  one  penny  will 
not  be  deducted  from  the  final  figure.

jin  half  a  century.  It  may  happen  that 
jisiderable  changes  in  retail  trading  will 
»n  be  forced  on  pharmacists,  with  reper- 
isions  in  wholesale  and  manufacturing 
cles,   The  present  relation  between  do- 


mestic medicines,  dispensing,  proprietary 
articles  and  side-lines  may  be  replaced  by 
a  very  different  balance  of  importance : 
one  of  the  four  legs  of  the  stool  on  which 
retailers  sit  may  become  worm-eaten.  In 
any  case,  retailers  must  not  expect  to  make 
a  fortune.  Their  position  in  life  will  not 
differ  much  in  essentials  from  that  sketched 
by  Dr.  Charles  Symes  of  Liverpool  in  an 
address  to  students  about  seventy  years  ago. 
He  told  them  that  if  their  main  object  in 
life  was  to  accumulate  wealth,  most  of 
them  would  be  disappointed ;  but  if  they 
were  content  to  accept  their  vocation  for 
its  scientific  and  human  interest,  they 
would  be  sufficiently  rewarded,  and  might 
expect  a  competency. 

Occasional  Toxicity 

A  case  of  poisoning  reported  on  p.  723 
is  a  reminder  of  the  need  for  vigilance  in 
selling  to  the  public  substances  that  are 
occasionally  though  not  usually  toxic.  On 
looking  through  records  of  fatal  poison- 
ings in  England  and  Wales  from  1837  to 
1938,  I  see  that  fifteen  accidental  deaths 
from  taking  potassium  chlorate  are  tabu- 
lated. Formulas  for  effervescent  saline 
containing  this  salt  are  not  unknown, 
though  modern  books  of  reference  appear 
to  have  discontinued  them :  the  habitual 
use  of  a  preparation  of  this  type  in  indefin- 
ite doses  is  not  to  be  encouraged.  Other 
chemicals  and  mixtures  of  substances  not 
ordinarily  regarded  as  dangerous  appear 
in  the  records  of  the  Registrar-General. 
Of  these  I  have  selected  spirit  of  nitrous 
ether,  Gregory's  powder,  oil  of  clove,  soap 
liniment,  sodium  bicarbonate,  eucalyptus 
oil,  and  ferrous  sulphate.  More  unexpected 
than  any  of  these  is  "saffron";  possibly 
meadow  saffron  was  intended.  In  some 
of  the  deaths  the  victims  were,  probably, 
children.  What  may  be  called  borderline 
substances  include  ipecacuanha  wine, 
aperient  pills  of  various  kinds,  and  syrups 
of  buckthorn  and  rhubarb.  Prevention 
being  better  than  cure,  retailers  who  bear 
such  possibilities  in  mind  will  make  it  a 
rule  to  offer  a  friendly  caution  when 
potentially  toxic  medicaments  are  sold. 
Remembering  the  way  in  which,  for  in- 
stance, tablets  of  thyroid  were  handed  to 
customers  years  ago,  when  its  action  was 
little  understood,  I  am  inclined  to  wonder 
that  more  physiological   damage  was  not

Operation  Damages  Claim  Dismissed. 

— At  Glasgow  recently  Lord  Strachan  dis- 
missed as  irrelevant  an  action  in  which 
Thomas  Henry  Davis,  78  Barrowfield 
Street,  Glasgow,  claimed  £1,000  damages 
from  the  board  of  management  of  the 
Glasgow  Victoria  Hospital  in  respect  of 
a  burning  injury  sustained  by  his  five-year- 
old  daughter,  Mary  Ann,  when  she  was  a 
patient  in  the  hospital.  Davis  stated  that 
on  December  13,  1948,  his  daughter  was 
admitted  to  the  infirmary  to  have  her  ton- 
sils removed.  Two  days  later,  when  his 
wife  called  at  the  infirmary  to  take  the 
child  home,  she  observed  an  open  wound 
on  the  child's  left  cheek,  and  was  informed 
by  a  nurse  that  the  injury  was  a  burn 
caused  by  the  instruments  used  in  the 
operation  being  too  hot.  Davis  claimed 
that  the  hospital  had  failed  to  provide  an 
efficient  and  adequately  trained  nurse  to 
ensure  that  the  gag  was  sufficiently  cooled 
down  to  avoid  burning  the  child.  The  burn, 
he  said,  had  left  a  disfiguring  scar  on  the 
child's  left  cheek,  which  he  believed  would 
be  permanent.  The  board  of  management 
denied  liability  and  declared  that  they  pro- 
vided a  staff  which  was  proper  and  suffi- 
cient and  adequately  trained  for  the  duties 
entrusted  to  them,  and  that,  under  the 
terms  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act, 
1897,  they  were  not  liable  in  damages.

Mr.  H.  G.  Moss  writes: — As  I  see  the 
position,  there  are  two  very  serious  threats 
hanging  over  our 
heads  at  the  mo- 
ment. One  relates, 
of  course,  to  the 
cut  in  oncost,  and 
my  policy  in  this 
matter  would  be 
based  on  one  of 
"  no  surrender." 
Not  only  is  the  cut 
quite  unjustified, 
but  the  manner  in 
which  it  has  been 
applied  violates  all 
principles  of  nego- 
tiated agreements. 
The   suggestion  of 

a  "  ceiling  "  figure  out  of  which  all  oncosts 
should  be  met  must  be  rejected  out  of 
hand,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  that  the 
pharmacist  is  unable  to  exercise  any  con- 
trol over  what  is  prescribed.  The  other 
threat  is  the  one  relating  to  resale  price 
maintenance  organisations  such  as  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  for 
should  price-cutting  break  out,  the  phar- 
macist's whole  livelihood  would  be  en- 
dangered. That  is  also,  therefore,  very 
much  an  N.P.U.  matter,  and  as  a  member 
of  the  P.A.T.A.  Council  I  should,  if 
elected,  be  able  to  strengthen  the  link  be- 
tween the  two  bodies — a  link  most  essen- 
tial if  concerted  action  is  to  be  taken. 

Voting  papers  are  being  issued  on  June 
15  and  they  must  be  returned  by  noon 
on  June  26.  The  result  will  be  declared 
the  following  day.

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 


A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  was  held 
in  London  on  June  6  and  7,  Mr.  H.  Cle- 
ment Shaw  (retiring  president),  in  the 
chair.  Mr.  Shaw  invited  nominations  for 
the  office  of  president. 

Fellow  Scots 

Mr.  T.  Reid  said  that  as  a  fellow  Scot 
he  would  like  to  nominate  Mr.  Andrew 
Meldrum  as  President  for  the  year.  Mr. 
Meldrum,  he  felt,  would  bring  his  Scottish 
characteristics  to  bear  upon  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  high  office  and  would 
carry  on  the  great  traditions  of  the  presi- 
dents of  the  past,  so  ably  maintained  by 
Mr.  Clement  Shaw  during  the  past  two 
years.  The  office  had  become  one  that 
demanded  a  man's  full  attention ;  it  was 
almost  a  full-time  position  in  these  days 
to  be  president  of  the  Society.  In  1938 
the  Council  had  elected  Mr.  Guthrie  as 
president  when  the  Conference  was  being 
held  in  Edinburgh.  He  hoped  that  it  would 
elect  Mr.  Meldrum  as  its  president  in  the 
year  when  the  Conference  was  being  held 
in  Glasgow. 

Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine,  who  seconded,  said 
that  as  president  the  Society  wanted  a 
strong  man,  who  would  give  undivided 
attention  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  Mr. 
Meldrum  had  those  qualifications. 

Mr.  Meldrum  was  elected  nem.  con. 
He  moved  into  the  chair  and  was  invested 
by  Mr.  Clement  Shaw  with  his  badge  of 
office.  Mr.  Meldrum  said  he  was  proud 
of  the  high  honour  bestowed  on  him  and  con- 
scious of  the  great  responsibilities  that  went 
with  it.  It  was  only  with  the  help  and 
support  of  the  whole  Council  that  he 
could  maintain  the  dignity  of  his  position, 
and  he  was  encouraged  by  the  fact  that 
he  would  have  at  his  side  one  whom  he 
had  come  to  regard  as  a  great  friend  and 
who  had  been  a  great  president ;  he  was 
sure  that  the  Council  would  wish  to  record 
its  great  appreciation  of  the  eminent  ser- 
vices rendered  by  Mr.  Clement  Shaw,  to 
whom  he  had  great  pleasure  in  presenting 
a  facsimile  of  his  badge  of  office. 

Mr.  Clement  Shaw  responding,  said  he 
had  had  a  very  happy  two  years  in  office, 
with  a  good  Council  and  helped  by  a  very 
efficient  staff. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Howells  moved  the  election 
of  Mr.  Frank  Wilson  as  Vice-president. 
Mr.  Wilson,  he  said,  had  served  on  the 
Council  for  eleven  years.  It  had  been  said 


in  the  past  that  it  was  usually  a  good  com 
bination  to  choose  one  of  the  principal  offi 
cers  from  the  provinces,  and  the  other  ii 
London.  The  motion  was  seconded  anc 
carried. 

The  President  proposed  from  the  chai: 
the  re-election  of  Mr.  Howells  as  Treasurer] 
and  the  motion  was  supported  by  several 
members  of  the  Council  and  carried  witlj 
acclamation.   Mr.  Howells,  in  reply,  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  his  nomination  wa:j] 
not  due  to  what  he  described  as  the  phe  [| 
nomenal    financial    year    of    1949.  Th< 
Society  was  at  the  moment,  he  said,  oijj 
the  threshold  of  another  big  jump  in  thJ 
ever-rising  spiral  of  costs ;  the  Establish! 
ment  and  Committees  had  been  consider! 
ing  items  of  increased  cost  which  wen 
inevitable  and  beyond  the  control  of  thi 
Council. 

Welcome  to  New  Member  of  Council 

The  President  welcomed  to  the  Coun 
cil  table,  amid  applause,  Mr.  C.  W.  Mac 
farlane,  the  newly  elected  member.  H< 
said  he  did  not  wish  to  lay  further  stres: 
on  the  national  affinity  between  Mr.  Mac 
farlane  and  himself,  but  he  extended  t( 
him  a  cordial  and  sincere  welcome.  Mr 
Macfarlane  had  a  mind  that  was  clear  anc 
concise  and  full  of  experience.  He  wai 
well  thought  of  in  his  Branch  and  in  the 
Scottish  Department,  and  the  president  wai 
sure,  once  Mr.  Macfarlane  had  settlec 
down,  his  influence  there  would  be  marked 
happy  and  continuous.  Mr.  Macfarlane 
briefly  replied. 

Statement  by  Mr.  McNeal 

Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal,  the  retiring  vice! 
president,  said  that  he  thought  that  somfl 
statement  was  due  from  him  on  the  exl 
traordinary  procedure  of  the  Councill 
Having  served  on  the  Council  for  fourteer.l 
years,  three  of  which  had  been  in  thfl 
office  of  vice-president,  it  was  not  un-| 
reasonable  to  assume  that  in  electing  its] 
president  the  Council  would  take  note  oil 
those  services.  When  he  had  come  on  tol 
the  Council  before  the  war  he  had  met! 
a  Council  of  which  only  two  members  re-| 
mained,  and  it  had  been  a  pleasure  during! 
all  those  years  to  attend  the  ceremony  ofl 
electing  the  officers  of  the  Society.  Since! 
that  time  the  election  of  the  officers  of  the! 
Society  had  been  accompanied  by  veryjl 
different  feelings.  When  members  of  the! 
Society  showed  in  the  ballot  their  appre-| 
ciation   of  the   work   of  members  of  the! 
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Council,  the  Council  should  take  due  note 
if  what  members  felt.  He  did  not  wish 
o  labour  his  personal  position  ;  he  could 
ery  well  leave  that  to  members  of  the 
iociety ;  but  there  were  two  important 
oints  that  affected  the  officers  of  the 
ociety  and  the  interests  of  the  Society, 
'he  first  was  that  the  office  of  vice-presi- 
ent  of  the  Society  had  become  a  kind  of 
luttlecock  between  various  forces  on  the 
Council,  and  that  had  detracted  somewhat 
•om  the  dignity  of  that  office.  Looking 
ack  through  the  history  of  the  Society,  he 
sit  that  it  was  the  intention,  when  that 
ffice  was  created,  that  it  should  provide 
xperience  for  the  person  who  was  to  pass 
o  the  office  of  president,  and  it  was  in  the 
est  interests  of  the  Society  that  that 
xperience  should  be  gained. 

His  second  point  was  that  the  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting  had  passed  a 
esolution  in  which  they  asked  that  the 
ames  of  the  people  voting  and  how  they 
oted  should  be  given  to  the  members  of 
he  Society.

Health.  Preliminary  consideration  was 
?iven  to  the  second  part  of  the  resolution, 
which  called  upon  the  Council  to  bring 
together  the  various  organisations  of  phar- 
macists. The  Council  also  received  pro- 
tests against  the  oncost  cut  from  the  Bir- 
mingham, Bedfordshire,  West  Kent  and 
Scunthorpe  Branches  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Reid,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
Organisation  Committee,  moved,  and  the 
Council  agreed,  that  the  following  matters 
should  be  submitted  for  discussion  to  the 


Branch  Representatives'  meeting  in  Glas- 
gow in  September:  (1)  The  draft  supple- 
mental charter  and  by-laws  consequent 
upon  it ;  (2)  A  report  on  the  man-power 
situation.  The  Council  also  agreed  to  a 
recommendation  by  the  Organisation  Com- 
mittee that,  at  the  appropriate  time,  a 
communication  should  be  sent  to  branches 
each  year  stating  that  branches  must  not 
communicate  with  other  branches  in  seek- 
ing support  for  candidates  for  the  Council, 
but  might,  as  hitherto,  send  a  letter  to  the 
pharmaceutical  Press  in  the  event  of  their 
desiring  to  indicate  support  for  particular 
candidates.  A  further  recommendation  by 
the  same  Committee,  to  which  the  Coun- 
cil agreed,  was  that  the  Exeter  Branch, 
which  had  asked  for  information  as  to  the 
type  of  topics  which  it  was  permissible  to 
discuss  at  Branch  meetings,  should  be 
informed  "  that  it  was  open  to  members  to 
discuss  any  matters  of-  common  interest 
and  to  express  their  collective  opinion 
thereon,"  those  words  being  taken  from  the 
model  rules  for  Branches. 

The  report  of  the  Educational  Grants 
Committee  on  a  request  for  assistance  re- 
ceived from  the  newly  established  Univer- 
sity of  Nottingham  was  considered.  The 
University  was  endeavouring  to  raise  a 
£1  million  Endowment  Fund  and  was  ap- 
pealing to  professional  bodies  directly  in- 
terested in  the  work  of  the  University.  It 
was  explained  that  the  Society's  general 
plans  for  educational  assistance  in  the 
future  would  not  mature  until  1952.

One  of  the  arguments  put  forward  by 
the  Council  when  the  by-law  limiting  the 
election  propaganda  of  Council  candidates 
was  only  at  the  draft  stage  was  that  the 
introduction  of  competitive  canvassing  was 
unbecoming  in  a  professional  body  of  the, 
character  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  corollary  that  members  of  the  Council 
should  refrain  from  anything  in  the  nature 
of  political  jockeying  for  position  seems  not 
to  have  suggested  itself  to  the  elder  states- 
men of  the  profession.  Having  decreed  that 
its  elections  should  be  conducted  with  de- 
corum, the  Council  when  elected  should 
behave  with  equal  orderliness.  The  vice- 
president  should  ordinarily  be  "  pro- 
vided with  experience "  in  readiness  for 
the  presidency,  and  only  misconduct  dur- 
ing his  term  of  office  should  deprive  him 
of  the  succession.  Should  that  happen, 
moreover,  then  the  membership  of  the  So- 
ciety should  be  told.  Any  suggestion  of 
intrigue  "  behind  the  curtain  "  is  obnoxious 
to  members  and  there  should  be  no  cause 
or  pretext  for  its  arising  in  their  minds. 

Doctors  Revise 
"No-Patenting"  Rule 

To  ensure,  so  far  as  possible,  that  medical 
discoveries  are  used  to  the  greatest  public 
benefit  the  British  Medical  Association  has 
modified  its  views  about  doctors  patenting 
their  own  inventions  (see  p.  750).  The  new 
policy,  which  allows  doctors'  inventions  to 
be  patented  so  long  as  the  patents  are  as- 
signed for  development  to  the  National 
Development  Research  Corporation,  is 
consistent  with  medical  policy  on  patenting 
formed  in  1903  and  restated  in  1920. 
Those  statements  forbad  the  patenting 
of  inventions  for  "  the  financial  results  of 
a  monopoly."  It  is  the  fulfilment  of  a 
wish  made  public  in  1932  by  the  repre- 
sentative body  of  the  medical  profession 
for  the  establishment  of  machinery  by 
which  medical  patents  could  be  dedicated 
to  the  use  of  the  public  in  Britain,  and 
priority  of  action  in  other  countries  also 
afforded.  If  adopted  by  the  representative 
body  the  new  policy  would  prevent,  for 
example,  as  the  report  points  out,  a  repe- 
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tition  of  the  "  deplorable  position  "  where- 
by users  of  penicillin  in  Britain,  the  home 
of  the  drug,  have  to  pay  royalties  to 
American  firms  for  penicillin  manufac- 
tured in  Britain.  The  foreign  patentee, 
whose  invention  is  often  merely  the  addi- 
tion of  the  final  stage  to  a  prolonged  re- 
search in  Britain,  robs  British  workers 
of  the  reward  of  their  labours  and 
perhaps  of  the  right  to  use  their  dis- 
coveries. 

Today  the  doctor  involved  in  a  medical 
discovery  is  usually  in  a  team  of  specialists 
including  many  non-medical  men.  Under 
the  "  no-patenting "  policy  rule  hitherto 
in  force,  the  non-medical  specialists  may 
consider  themselves  morally  bound  not  to 
patent  their  inventions. 

The  National  Research  Development 
Corporation  is  an  independent  body  of 
businessmen  and  scientists,  set  up  as  a 
non-party  measure  by  the  Development  of 
Inventions  Act,  1948.  Introducing  the  Bill, 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  indi- 
cated that  the  Government  intended  that 
the  medical  field  should  be  specifically  in- 
cluded in  the  Corporation's  scope,  and  it 
is  understood  that  the  Medical  Research 
Council  is  already  making  a  practice  of 
handing  over  any  patents  it  holds  to  the 
Corporation.  The  Corporation  will  leave 
the  last  word  on  publication  with  research 
workers  and  will  recognise  and  "  attempt 
to  reward  "  any  help  given  to  academic 
workers  by  commercial  firms  collaborating 
for  an  invention. 

Forward  from 
"  Cauldrons  and  Furnaces  99

Although  the  use  of  antihistaminic 
drugs  orally  and  intranasally  may  decrease 
the  irritating  nasal  discharge  characteristic 
of  the  early  phase  of  the  common  cold,  the 
authors  find  that  the  brief  and  variable 
duration  of  that  phase  makes  a  positive 
conclusion  difficult. 

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 

"  A  Ticklish  Article  to  Sell  " 

{From  the  C.  &  D.,  June  16,  1900) 
Two  very  instructive  cases  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  were  heard  in 
North  London  this  week,  and  in  one  of 
them  Mr.  F.  W.  Beck  and  Mr.  C.  G. 
Moore,  who  appeared  on  behalf  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Fund,  convinced  the 
Magistrate  that  the  conditions  under  which 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  is  sold  are  such  that 
it  is  practically  impossible  for  a  chemist 
and  druggist  to  ensure  its  strength.  A  per- 
tinent question  by  the  prosecution  was  put 
to  the  expert  witness  as  to  whether  a  che- 
mist might  legally  sell  a  spirit  which  had 
lost  all,  or  nearly  all,  its  strength,  but  the 
Magistrate  took  the  common-sense  view  of 
the  matter,  and  being,  convinced  that  the 
retailer  had  used  reasonable  precautions  in 
storing  the  spirit  to  prevent  deterioration, 
he  declined  to  convict  the  chemist.  Mr. 
Beck  ingeniously  argued  that  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  is  a  standard  as  between 
wholesaler  and  retailer,  but  not  between 
the  retailer  and  the  public.  That  is  a  fresh 
way  of  putting  the  matter,  but  the  Magis- 
trate, as  a  wise  man,  left  it  severely  alone. 
We  expect  that  the  case  will  encourage  the 
sale  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  in  small,  sealed 
bottles — the  only  safe  way  of  retailing  the 
spirit;  but  there  is  a  danger  of  the  phar- 
maceutical retailer  losing  his  individuality 
in  this  method,  so  he  should  at  least  re- 
tain his  own  labels  on  the  bottles.

*  United  Alkali  Co.  had  consolidated 
amplified  that  tradition  by  establish- 
in  Widnes  their  central  laboratory — 
first  important  institution  of  its  kind 
Britain.  At  first  the  research  carried  out 
1  been  concerned  with  solving  imme- 
te  difficulties  associated  with  particular 
ustrial  processes.  As  a  result  of  the  com- 
iy's  policy,  the  net  of  research  had  been 


given  a  wider  cast,  and  aims  that  lay  a 
long  way  over  the  horizon  had  been  pur- 
sued. In  modern  times,  industrial  processes, 
based  on  recent  laboratory  discoveries,  had 
been  developed  in  Widnes,  and  their  effects 
had  ranged  thousands  of  miles  from  its 
factories.  "  The  all-devouring  locust 
swarms  have  been  torn  from  the  skies — 
fields  where  Widnesians  never  trod  have 
borne  richer  harvests  —  and  some  of  the 
wards  of  the  lock  that  imprisoned  the 
energy  of  the  atom  have  turned  more 
quickly  and  easily."  They  met  that  day 
on  "  one  of  the  classical  sites  of  our  great 
chemical  industry."  That  industry,  con- 
cluded Sir  Frederick,  was  "  the  most  ad- 
venturous of  all  industries."  They  did  not 
know  what  upheavals  the  next  discovery  in 
their  laboratories  might  call  upon  them  to 
face,  adapt  themselves  to,  and  develop,  but 
courage  and  inspiration  for  the  task  would 
be  found  in  that  century-old  home  of  the 
chemical  industry. 

The  mayor  of  Widnes  replied  to  the 
toast.  He  said  that  Widnes  and  chemicals 
were  synonymous  terms — "  often  with  an 
uncomplimentary  reference  to  conditions 
in  the  town."

CAN  British  drugs  be  sold  in  Ameri- 
ca? That  momentous  question  is 
being  asked  today  with  increasing 
frequency  in  different  sections  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industry.  Some  would 
answer  "  certainly " ;  others  would  add 
"  but  not  very  easily."  Both  would  be 
right.  The  larger  British  houses,  which 
developed  their  sales  in  the  States  before 
the  American  industry  had  reached  its 
present  dimensions,  are  now  enjoying  an 
enviable  reception  by  doctors,  hospitals  and 
pharmacists.  Smaller,  younger  firms,  on 
the  other  hand,  which  have  not  yet  sub- 
stantially tapped  that  great  reservoir  of 
buying  power,  might  well  be  asking  them- 
selves if  the  task  in  these  competitive  days 
is  worth  the  effort. 

Manufacturers  with  a  strong  sense  of 
patriotic  duty  will  readily  agree  that  the 
British  pharmaceutical  industry  must  bear 
its  full  share  in  the  nation's  urgent  dollar 
drive.  They  should  not  be  lulled  into  in- 
difference by  the  argument  that  selling 
drugs  to  America  is  like  taking  coals  to 
Newcastle.  It  is  true  that  the  obstacles 
facing  those  who  have  yet  to  make  their 
debut  in  the  American  arena  are  numer- 


ous. They  may  even  be  disheartening  1 
the  outset.  But  the  task  is  only  a  ch.il 
lenge  to  the  initiative,  ingenuity,  a| 
imagination  of  those  who  still  possess  tl 
spirit  of  adventure  and  enterprise.  The} 
is  a  golden  opportunity  today  for  marsh;! 
ling  the  full  resources  of  the  Britil 
pharmaceutical  industry  to  win  a  perrri 
nent  place  in  the  vast  and  still  growii 
markets  of  the  United  States. 

Pioneer  Products 

Within  the  compass  of  a  single  articl 
on  selling  drugs  to  America  it  would  | 
difficult  to  deal  in  detail  with  all  classl 
of  drug  products — crude  drugs,  fine  cherrl 
cals,  popular  medicinals  and  medicj 
specialities.  It  may  therefore  be  more  hell 
ful  to  the  newer  exporters  to  confine  tli 
discussion  to  the  so-called  ethical  spec! 
alities,  as  recent  soundings  in  trade  circlj 
over  a  wide  area  in  the  States  suggest  th| 
those  are  the  most  suitable  pioneer  <| 
pilot  products  with  which  a  British  pha 
maceutical  exporting  house  can  gain 
foothold  in  the  American  market. 

Unlike  many  other  dollar-earning  corij 
modities  with  a  ready  acceptance  in  ttlj 
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tes  (Scotch  whisky,  Harris  tweeds,  Eng- 
l  china,  for  example)  drug  products 
m  the  United  Kingdom,  with  few  ex- 
itions,  are  without  the  blessing  of  a 
tish  hall-mark.  As  yet,  the  American 
lsumer  does  not  seem  to  have  any 
rked  consciousness  of  British-made  drug 
ducts — a  fact  that  becomes  more  ap- 
ent  the  further  one  travels  inland  from 

Eastern  seaboard.  Displays  of  British 
ig  products  in  windows  or  on  counters 

singularly  absent  from  American  phar- 
cies  and  drug  stores,  and  the  few  better- 
)wn  popular  medicinals  that  can  be 
n  are  usually  confined  to  the  shop 
Ives.  Here  is  probably  the  largest  single 
tor  facing  the  newcomer  to  American 
rkets. 

Dwing  to  the  thoroughness  with  which 
lerican  manufacturers  have  covered  the 
armaceutical  market  and  to  their  advan- 
ce in  competition  in  their  own  domestic 
rket,  many  British  firms  must  find  it 
:remely  difficult  to  establish  a  secure 
>thold  in  the  States.  Any  attempt  to 
ce  an  entry  on  a  price  basis  alone  would 
d  rather  to  disaster  than  to  success.  A 
rch  for  obvious  gaps  in  the  American 
armaceutical  market  must  lead  similarly 
disappointment,  since  the  Americans 
^mselves  have  naturally  not  entirely  over- 
bed that  aspect. 

lining  an  Entry 

How,  then,  must  the  problem  be  tackled 
those  wishing  to  sell  drugs  to  America? 
any  of  the  normal  export-trading  chan- 
ls  open  to  general  merchandise,  bulk 
ugs  and  chemicals  are  quite  inadequate

sly  too  precarious  and  costly  an  under- 
ung  for  the  average  firm  to  consider  at 
2  outset.  A  close  study  of  the  problem 
?gests  that  a  practical  way  of  introduc- 
?  British  drug  Droducts  would  be  to 
me  to  a  working  arrangement  with  one 
the  many  ethical  pharmaceutical  houses 
the  States  having  the  experience  and 
:ilities  for  distribution  to  American  medi- 
1  practitioners. 

For  economic  and  other  reasons,  the 
'ger  American  ethical  manufacturers  are 
rdly  likely  to  be  interested  in  carrying 
range  of  British  specialities — the  risk  of 
clash  of  present  or  future  interests  would 


be  too  great.  On  the  other  hand  the 
small  houses,  which  may  not  fear  such  a 
conflict  of  interests,  may  well  be  too 
limited  in  their  distribution  facilities  to 
justify  appointment  as  exclusive  agents  of 
a  British  manufacturer.  Between  the  two 
extremes,  however,  are  many  medium- 
sized  firms  that  have  the  experience  and 
connections  among  the  pharmaceutical, 
medical  and  dental  professions,  yet  whose 
resources  hardly  warrant  their  manufac- 
turing some  of  the  more  complex  speciali- 
ties that  might  be  offered  by  a  British 
concern.  The  medium-sized  firm  is  there- 
for well  worth  serious  consideration  by 
British  manufacturers  of  ethical  medical 
products. 

Studying  the  Customer 

In  negotiating  any  such  working  asso- 
ciation, it  is  important  for  the  British 
manufacturer  to  consider  the  problem  in 
terms  of  what  the  Americans  want.  Such 
matters  as  the  form  of  importation  (bulk 
or  packed,  refined  or  crude,  complete 
or  semi-processed),  manufacture  under 
licence,  prices,  promotion  expenses,  etc.,  all 
need  to  be  considered  in  that  light.  The 
exporter  will  find  it  wise  to  adopt  a  flex- 
ible attitude  to  his  future  American  asso- 
ciate. If  he  is  looking  for  maximum  sales, 
he  must  be  prepared  to  subordinate  his 
own  name  to  that  of  his  American  distri- 
butor, as  the  doctor  is  likely  to  give  better 
reception  to  the  product  if  it  is  introduced 
under  the  name  of  one  of  his  regular 
American  suppliers  than  under  that  of  a 
less  familiar  British  manufacturer. 

One  thing  is  imperative  if  British  phar- 
maceutical houses  are  to  win  and  hold  a 
share  of  the  American  drug  market.  More 
time,  thought  and  money  need  to  be  de- 
voted to  the  design  and  presentation  of 
packs  and  technical  literature  than  ap- 
pears to  have  been  given  in  the  past.  A 
comparison  between  present-day  American 
medical  packings  and  literature  with  those 
of  some  British  firms  shows  up  the  latter 
in  a  most  unfavourable  light.  Products 
that  may  have  cost  thousands  in  research 
and  plant  construction  can  hardly  be  ex- 
pected, however  therapeutically  praise- 
worthy, to  compete  nobly  on  the  dollar 
market  if  they  are  accompanied  by  drab, 
unimaginative  and  unaesthetic  labels,  car- 
tons and  technical  literature. 

In  selecting  a  suitable  distributing  house, 
the  British  manufacturer  is  likely  to  create 
a  greater  initial  interest  from  an  American 
firm  whose  range  of  products  does  not  du- 
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plicate  those  of  the  British  concern.  There- 
after, while  there  may  be  occasions  when 
the  British  manufacturer  can  make  a  new 
American  drug  not  at  that  juncture  pro- 
duced by  his  distributing  associate,  he 
would  do  well  to  remember  the  partiality 
of  American  doctors  for  new  products.  He 
should  also  recognise  that  manufacturers 
in  the  States  attach  great  importance  to 
the  steady  introduction  of  new  products — 
particularly  if  they  embody  a  new  approach 
to  common  therapeutic  problems.  One 
American  authority  recently  stated  that 
"  the  economic  importance  of  the  chal- 
lenge of  scientific  and  medical  advance 
cannot  be  overestimated  .  .  .  the  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturer  must  obtain  a  regu- 
lar flow  of  new  products  to  maintain  a 
prominent  position  in  a  highly  competitive 
economy."  The  vitalising  force  of  a  flow 
of  new  products,  and  its  value  to  the  phar- 
maceutical industry,  is  apparent  from  the 
estimation  that  55  per  cent,  of  the  drugs 
now  in  use  in  America  were  unknown  ten 
years  ago. 

"  America's  Largest  Industry  '* 

So  great  has  been  the  progress  in  the 
field  of  new  drug  products  that,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Morris  Fishbein  (in  an  address  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Advertising  Club  of  New 
York),  "  the  pharmaceutical  business  may 
become  the  largest  industry  in  the  United 
States."  If,  then,  the  British  manufacturer 
wishes,  in  association  with  a  pharmaceuti- 
cal distributor  over  there,  to  keep  pace 
with  his  American  counterpart,  he  must 
be  prepared  to  think  along  the  same  lines 
and  to  join  in  efforts  towards  that  goal. 
Recent  statistics  illustrate  the  drive  now 
being  made  in  America  with  new  drug  pro- 
ducts. In  professional  advertisements  in 
1947  "only  eleven  new  pharmaceuticals 
made  their  initial  aopearance  ;  the  follow- 
ing year  the  number  increased  to  twenty- 
seven  ;  a  year  later,  194.9,  the  figure  rose  to 
117."  Those  facts,  with  the  stimulus  to  be 
derived  from  the  progressive  recovery  in 
British  industries,  should  provide  a  strong 
incentive   to  British  manufacturers. 

In  considering  what  new  products  to 
evolve  for  the  American  market,  the 
British  manufacturer  is  naturally  wise  to 
study  the  tendency  of  the  larger  Ameri- 
can houses  to  turn  to  therapeutic  fields 
that  have  received  less  attention  during 
recent  years.  For  example,  possible  pro- 
ducts for  treating  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
blood  vessels,  cancer,  nephritis,  neuro-mus- 
cular  diseases  and  the  problems  of  ageing 


tissues  are  likely  to  be  receiving  much 
tention  in  future  research.     Here,  th 
are  the  lines  of  thought  to  be  adopted 
a  progressive  British  manufacturer  det 
mined   to   break   into    (and   stay  in)  1 
American  market. 

American  Attitude 

No  amount  of  correspondence  can 
place  a  personal  visit  to  the  United  Sta 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  rigi 
distributive  base.  The  principal  or  exec 
tive  who  makes  the  initial  exploratory  ti 
must  possess  wide  powers  of  negotiati;;

The  later  problems  connected  with  selli

The  facility  of  the  Dutch  students 
languages  and  especially  English  en-

irprise  to  the  Dutch  students  of  phar- 
'•y  (who  rarely  commence  their  course 
studies  until  eighteen  years  of  age,  or 


finish  until  they  are  twenty-five)  to  learn 
that  even  under  regulations  coming  into 
force  this  year  pharmacy  students  in  the 
United  Kingdom  can  complete  their  course 
of  study  and  apprenticeship  (following 
Matriculation)  in  about  five  years.  Much 
greater  emphasis  in  Holland  is  laid  on  the 
University  Course  of  study.  Students  have 
much  more  individual  attention  there,  and 
the  examinations,  apart  from  practical 
work,  are  conducted  orally,  success  being 
largely  dependent  on  the  student's  progress 
during  the  course  of  study.  Individual  in- 
itiative and  personal  research  is  encouraged 
in  all  students  and  it  seemed  evident  that 
Dutch  students  received  much  more  detailed 
information  than  in  England  on  the  phar- 
macology and  uses  of  drugs.  In  every  re- 
spect the  trained  pharmacist  in  Holland 
is  equivalent  in  status  to  the  medical  man. 
Training  is  carried  out  in  the  four  uni- 
versities of  Leiden,  Amsterdam,  Utrecht 
and  Groningen  and  there  are  about  seventy 
to  eighty  new  graduates  in  pharmacy  each 
year.  In  Holland  with  a  population  of  10 
million,  there  are  fewer  than  1,000  phar- 
macies supporting  graduates.  There  are 
many  more  "  drug  stores  "  as  they  would 
be  called  in  Britain,  which  are  not  how- 
ever, allowed  to  handle  prescriptions  issued 
by  medical  men.

British  makers  have  announced  a  sub- 
stantial reduction  in  rates  for  Pilocar- 
pine alkaloid  and  salts  with  effect  from 
June  5.  Zinc  continues  unsteady ;  the 
price  of  Oxide  again  increased  during  the 
week  by  £3  10s.  per  ton,  and  the  Car- 
bonate and  Calamine  by  Id.  per  lb.  Sup- 
plies of  Stearic  acid  continue  to  be  diffi- 
cult to  obtain  :  it  is  understood  that  quan- 
tities will  shortly  be  coming  forward  from 
Australia.  Terebene  is  dearer  as  a  result 
of  the  higher  costs  of  turpentine. 

During  the  past  week  there  has  been 
a  good  demand  for  Olive  oil,  and  im- 
porters' prices  are  unchanged.  Supplies  of 
Chamomile  flowers  are  almost  exhausted, 
those  offered  being  of  poor  quality.  There 
have  been  further  offers  of  new-crop  Portu- 
guese Ergot  from  origin ;  it  is  too  early 
for  an  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  crop.  In 
1949,  exports  of  ergot  from  Portugal 
totalled  100  metric  tons,  against  300  metric 
tons  a  year  earlier.  Only  limited  quan- 
tities of  Nicaraguan  Ipecacuanha  are 
available,  and  prices  for  Colombian  are 
firmer.  No  shipments  of  Alexandrian 
Senna  pods  have  been  received,  and  sup- 
plies are  short. 

In  Essential  Oils  markets.  Java  Cit- 
ronella  is  in  short  supply  on  the  spot; 
exports  of  this  oil  from  Indonesia  have 
been  less  (in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year 
shipments  amounted  to  42  metric  tons 
against  81  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
1949).  Lemon  continues  firm,  the  prices 
varying  considerably  according  to  quality. 
Orange  has  been  marked  up.  Phenol  is 
to  be  advanced  by  one  penny  per  lb.  from 
July  1.  The  cost  of  phenol  containers  is 
also  being  increased  so  that  quantities  of 
up  to  56  lb.  in  non-returnable  containers 
will  be  further  affected.
